WILMINGTON - You stand as 
firmly as you can in the open door- 
way of a plane soaring thousands of 
feet above solid ground. A para- 
chute is strapped to your back, gog- 
gles hug your eyes, and a jumpsuit 
cloaks your body. An endless 
parade of scenarios, ranging from 
the planned to the unplanned, 
which, of course, is a kinder way to 
characterize an emergency, rushes 
through your pumped imagination. 
Once you're officially within the 
drop zone, you leap from the plane 
into a vast pit of tyrannical winds 
whipping fiercely around you. You 
plummet to the earth below, with 


outstretched arms and legs and, if 
you're Wilmington native Paul 
Quandt, a smile on your face. 
“The great thing about skydiving 
is that every jump that you make is 
unique,” says Quandt, who graduat- 
ed from Wilmington High School in 
1985 and now lives in Groton. 
He ought to know. Quandt first 
jumped out of a plane when he was 
a student at UMass Amherst in 
1986, and he has been high on 
heights ever since. In fact, in the 
past 15 years, he has jumped from 
a plane approximately 4,000 times. 
He is, quite literally, the kind of guy

WILMINGTON - Police from sev- 
eral towns, along with State author- 
ities, teamed up to capture three 
car jacking suspects in connection 
with an incident that occurred in 
the early morning hours of 
Thursday, July 26. 

Wilmington Police arrested Angel 
Roman, 18, of 146 Woodrow Avenue 
in Dorchester; Joseph Noe, 21, of 67 
Morris Street in East Boston; and a 
third man, whose information is 
currently unavailable, after two 
frantic teenagers ran into the 
Wilmington police station claiming 
they had just been car jacked. 

“A couple of Tewksbury teenagers 
were reportedly driving around 
town, when they encountered the 
three men at the ’Lil Peach 
Convenience Store in south 
Tewksbury,” explained Chief of 
Police Bernard Nally. “It is believed 


that one of the Tewksbury teens 
had met one of the suspects 
before.” 

The three suspects reportedly 
approached the white 1996 Ford 
Thunderbird, and requested a ride 
shortly after midnight. 

“The teens did agree to give them 
a ride, and they drove around for 
about an hour or so, ending up in 
Wilmington,” indicated Chief Nally. 

One of the suspects reportedly 
told the driver of the vehicle to 
make a turn onto Columbia Street, 
(Wilmington claiming he wanted to 
visit his girlfriend. Once again, the 
teens complied with the request. 

The driver then pulled the vehicle 
to the side of the road in order to let 
the three suspects out, at which 
time, they allegedly grabbed the 
two teens by the neck, brandishing 
a knife.

Selectmen in quest of a new Town Counsel 


Search narrowed to four 


The Wilmington Board. . of. 
Selectmen met on Friday the 20th, 
to inform the public as to the 
progress in their search for a new 
Town Counsel to replace the retir- 
ing Alan Altman. 

The field of 11 applicants for the 
appointed position has been nar- 
rowed down to four finalists. They 
are Michael Newhouse, Stephen 
Peterson both from Wilmington, 
and the firms of Bracket and Lucas 
of Worcester, and Kopelman and 
Paige of Boston. Eleven applicants 
were pared down to four by a vote 
from the Board of Selectmen. The 
four finalists received three or 
more votes from the Board of 
Selectmen to move on to the next 
round of the appointment process. 

“We are setting up interviews for 
each of the four finalists within the 
next two weeks,” said Selectmen 
Michael McCoy. “We will meet to 
receive a presentation by the final- 
ists followed by a question and 
answer period, to then choose a 
new Town Counsel by a majority 
vote” 

McCoy will seek experience in 
making his selection for the yearly 
appointed position of Town 
Counsel. “I will look for experience 
with an understanding and knowl- 
edge of municipal law,” said 
McCoy.

BOSTON - State Senator Sue 
Tucker has announced that the Sen- 
ate has passed legislatior\ to guar- 
antee unemployment benefits to 
individuals who are forced to leave 
their jobs because of domestic vio- 
lence. The bill aims to improve 
workers’ safety by reducing inci- 
dents of violence in the workplace, 
and by providing victims with a 
safety net to escape the abuse. 

“Many victims of domestic vio- 
lence are forced to leave their jobs 
in order to protect themselves or 
because their ability to work is 
impaired,” said Senator Tucker. 
“Unemployment insurance is an 
indispensable way to help victims

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Busy 
hurricane 
seasons 
forecast 


WAKEFIELD — Scientists 
are forecasting that hurricane 
seasons over the next 20 to 30 
years may be much more active 
and destructive. 

Stanley Goldenberg, a Wake- 
field-based meteorologist at the 
National Oceanic and Atmos- 
pheric Administration (NOAA) 
conducted research that shows 
warmer sea surface tempera- 
tures combined with decreased 
vertical wind shear will contrib- 
ute to more intense hurricane 
activity. "When we see this 
combination, we better be pre- 
pared for a very busy period for 
merce activity," Goldenberg 
said, 

NESEC is located at 419 
Main St. in Wakefield. 

Despite this forecast, NOAA 
has predicted normal levels of 
hurricane activity for the 2001 
season. Goldenberg noted that 
while anticipating generall 
high activity during the hurri- 
cane seasons for the next few 
decades, not every year is ex- 
pected to be hyperactive. None- 
theless, rapidly increased popu- 
lation and development means 
that hurricane damage will be 
far more than ever experienced 
by coastal residents. "Even 
weak storms can cause devas- 
tame flooding," Goldenberg 
said. 

The Northeast is highly sus- 
ceptible to damage from hur- 
ricanes. Hurricane Gloria in 
1985 and Bob in 1991 caused mil- 
lions of dollars in property 
damage. 

The 1938 Hurricane is consid- 
ered one of the deadliest hurri- 
canes ever to strike the region, 
killing 700. 

According to Edward S. 
Fratto, executive director of the 
Northeast States Emergency 
Consortium (NESEC) "People 
living along the coast are most 
at risk but inland areas can 
also be affected by high winds 
and flooding." Hurricane season 
began on June 1 and will con- 
tinue through the end of No- 
vember, but Fratto said, 
“August and September are the 
peak months for hurricanes 
striking the Northeast.” 

As we enter this peak sea- 
son, NESEC, a non-profit emer- 

ency management organiza- 
ion is offering consumers a 
free hurricane preparedness 
pamphlet titled, Surviving the 
Storm. This 6-page FEMA pam- 
phlet includes steps that home- 
owners, businesses, pet owners, 
and families should take when a 
hurricane is predicted, as well 
as tips for reducing their risks 
from future hurricanes, *

July 20th Declared Annual Falun Dafa 
Commemoration Day in Wilmington 


For most folks, July 20th is just 
another ordinary day. For thirty- 
nine-year-old Ping Ye and a hand- 
ful of others in here in Wilmington, 
the date has extra-special meaning 
and significance. July 20th has 
just. been, officially. recognized 
the Town ‘of Wilmington as ‘ 
Dafa’Day. 

Practiced by over one hundred 
million people in over forty nations 
worldwide, Falun Dafa, otherwise 
known as Falun Gong, is an ancient 
meditative practice that has gained 
widespread popularity during the 
last ten years. As opposed to being 
an organized religion, Falun Dafa, 
which means ‘revolving of the 
great law wheel’, is a spiritual 
practice based upon ancient 
Quigong precepts, guided by the 
universal principles of truthfulness, 
benevolence (compassion), and for- 
bearance (tolerance). Its set of 
five beneficial exercises reportedly 
produce significant, positive results 


tal health. There are no rites or 
worship rituals, no hierarchal 
structure, no staffed positions or 
registration of members. It is free 
and is taught from person to per- 
son, maintaining its original 
integrity and purity of intent. 
There are no ‘levels; all practition- 
ers are regarded equally as stu- 
dents. Practitioners are required to 
surrender neither money, posses- 
sions, freedom, nor allegiance to its 
founder. 

Ping Ye, a cryogenics technician 
who lives and works in Wilmington,

Their 
peacefulness and persistence of 
pursuing the basic human rights 
and justice have touched many peo- 
ple.” Why are its constituents will- 
ing to stand up for the movement in 
the face of these atrocities? 
Because the practice is filling a 
spiritual void that the government 
has been unable to address. 
ing to a statement issued 
in July of 1999 by Li Hongzhi: “We 
are not against the government, 
nor will we be in the future. Other 
people may treat us badly, but we 
do not treat others badly, nor do we 
treat people as enemies. We are 
calling for all governments, inter- 
national organizations, and people 
of goodwill worldwide to extend 


their support and assistance to us 
in order to resolve the present cri- 
sis that is taking place in China.” 
(At this writing, Mr. Hongzhi has 
gone ‘underground’ in New York 
City.) 

Many government and humanitar- 
ian organizations worldwide are 
showing their support of Falun 
Gong not only by actions condemn- 
ing China, but also with awards and 
recognition, including the Freedom 
House Award and Nobel Peace 
Prize nomination for Li Hongzhi. 
According to a recent statement 
issued by Amnesty International: 
“We are calling on the Chinese gov- 
ernment to stop mass arrests, arbi- 
trary detentions, torture, unfair tri- 
als and other human rights viola- 
tions resulting from its official 
campaign against Falun Gong.” 
On July 20th, the second anniver- 
sary of the Chinese government's 
suppression of Falun Gong, over 
4,000 participants from around the 
globe staged a peaceful march and 
press conference at Capitol Hill in 
Washington, D.C. Similar demon- 
strations continue to take place 
throughout the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. 

States Ping Ye, “I hope the towns- 
people of Wilmington will support 
the local practitioners’ work in 
helping...to take a stand on human 
rights...it will mean so much to the 
people who are under injustice.”

What plans, if any, have Ping Ye 
and his colleagues made for future 
Falun Dafa celebrations? “We have 
no definite plans as yet,” replies 
Mr. Ye. “Perhaps we could hold an 
exhibition somewhere within the 
town. We would have to obtain per- 
mission the town’s permission 
first.” 

He is likely to obtain ideas by 
brainstorming and networking with 
fellow practitioners in neighboring 
cities and towns where the practice 
has already caught on, such as 
Burlington, Lexington, Lynnfield, 
Winchester, and Woburn.

Rocco DePasquale was the Chair- 
man of the Board of Selectmen, 
President of the local bank, and a 
well known restaurateur. He was 
one of the most beloved gentlemen 
in our town.”

Recreation director Ron Swasey, a 
friend of the Stevenson family 
whose daughter was a second- 
grade classmate of Jason's, recalls 
that fateful day quite clearly. “I 
remember hearing the squeal of the 
brakes as I was setting up for the 
Wednesday evening concert on the 
common,” he says. “Joey managed 
to make it across the street safely, 
while Jason was not as fortunate.” 
Jason was airlifted to UMass 
Hospital in Worcester, where he 
survived for just a few short hours 
more. 

Says Anne Stevenson, “This is the 
kind of thing that happens to some- 
one else's family. You never think 
that it is going to happen to your 
own child, While we were at the 
hospital, we were asked if we would 
be willing to donate Jason’s kidneys 
to others who were awaiting trans- 
plant operations. Numb as we were 
at the time with shock and grief, we 
would never have come up with the 
idea of our own accord. This was a 
wonderful thing, because it meant 
that a part of our son would go on 
living in another human being, and 
it would at least help us to make 
some sort of sense out of our loss. 
There is only so much information 
that donor banks are permitted to 
share with you, but we learned that 
one of the recipients is actually 
located in London. We believe that 
the other recipient resides here in 
the states 

“Belmont Avenue was at that time 
a very close-knit neighborhood, 
having a lot of families who had 
children of the same age bracket. 
Those folks were incredible, partic- 
ularly the children. They truly ral- 
lied to keep Jason's memory alive. 
It was devastating for them, 
because it was their first real brush 
with personal tragedy. It was espe- 
cially difficult for our elder sor 
Jeffrey, who was fourteen years old 
at the time, but he helped us to keep 
on going. Jason's classmates came 
to our house regularly to talk about 
him and to see if there was any- 
thing that they could do to console 
us. We live in New Hampshire now,

keeps in touch with his old friends. 
Whenever we happen to bump into 
them, they still come up and give us 
hugs.” 


The neighborhood people did 
more than provide emotional sup- 
port for the family. Under the 
direction of area resident Peggy 
Kane, adults and children alike 
campaigned from door-to-door, 
soliciting donations in order to 
erect a safe neighborhood park in 
Jason’s memory. After many hours 
of untiring effort, thirty thousand 
dollars were raised by their endeav- 
ors, and a park was built upon the 
space as described above. The 
crowning feature of the park was a 
granite stone commissioned by 
Anne's brother.

Like many other cities and towns 
throughout the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, Wilmington contin- 
ued to experience a steady growth 
in population and industry (statis- 
tics provided by Kay Scanlon of the 
Town Clerk’s Office show a twenty- 
one percent population increase 
during the last ten years). As the 
number of residents increased, and 
the Town’s demographics changed, 
both the current and future needs 
of the Town had to be taken into 
consideration. In the latter 1990’s, 
various municipalities throughout 
the Commonwealth began to imple- 
ment plans for increasing and 
improving their public safety provi- 
sions. Selectman James Rooney 
became aware of pending legisla- 
tion by which cities and town erect- 
ing combined state-of-the art 
police/fire public safety facilities 
were eligible to receive substantial 
compensation from the state.

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pieces of the former park’s equip- 
ment were not replaced. 


July. The new play structure, 
which is a much more modern and 
attractive-looking piece of equip- 
ment, not to mention handicap- 
accessible, has generated favorable 
comments throughout our commu- 
nity.

After starting off the season 0-4, 
Wilmington’s representatives in the 
14 and 15 year old division of the 
Sonny Robbins Pony League reeled 
off 10 wins in their next 15 games, 
for a 10-9 record and a sixth place 
finish out of the 14 team league.

reflection of the town involvement. The town also has a 
very popular teen center with plenty of activities for the 
younger crowd. 

The town offers three golf courses including Long- 
meadow Golf Club, Trull Brook Golf Course, and Tewks- 
bury Country Club. Longmeadow has been around for 
over 90 years and Trull Brook was opened Memorial Day 
1963. Tewksbury Country Club now occupies the old air- 
port on Route 38. All of the courses offer much to the 
town and are important assets to the community. 

Throughout the 20th century Tewksbury men and 
women have played their roles in the many wars in which 
our country has fought. Tewksbury lost three people in 
World War I, nine people in World War II, one person in 
the Korean War, and seven people in the Vietnam War. In 
front of Tewksbury's Town Hall there is a memorial to 
recognize those men and women who fought and those 
who gave their lives. 

The man known as the father of Tewksbury, Samuel 
Hunt, was born in Concord in 1657 and settled in this area 
about 30 years later. In 1725 Hunt and others, petitioned 
to have a section of land set aside as a separate town but 
no action was taken. Again in 1729 they petitioned to be 
set aside and established the Wamesit Parish. One of the 
provisions in order to have the land incorporated was 
that a meeting house was to be constructed within three 
years. 

Because no meeting house was built and the provi- 
sions were not followed, the town was not incorporated. 
Had the town been incorporated, what we know now as 
Tewksbury would have been Wamesit. 

In 1734 The Town of Billerica voted that the northerly 
and northeasterly part of the town be set as a township. 
On December 23, 1734 Massachusetts Governor Belcher 
signed a bill making the Township of Tewksbury. 

Once known as “The Carnation Capitol of the World,” 
Tewksbury has only a few of its greenhouses left. They 
were everywhere. Now only a few streets signs remind 
people of their flowered past, Carnation Drive and Patten 
Road among them. 

Tewksbury’s near brush with the Wamesit name 
evokes many of the other street names, Apache Way, 


Tomahawk Drive and Mowhawk Drive among them. 

It was Tewksbury’s proximity to Boston that was the 
downfall of the carnation industry. The land beneath the 
greenhouses became more valuable for housing and 
flower growers sold their farms to developers. 

Another interesting aspect of this town is Tewksbury 
Hospital. Established in 1852, Tewksbury Hospital was 
originally a state almshouse to care for the less fortu- 
nate. In 1900 it became Tewksbury State Hospital, in 1908 
it became the Massachusetts State Infirmary, and in 1938 
it became Tewksbury State Hospital and Infirmary. In the 
late 1870’s Anne Sullivan, Helen Keller’s famous nurse, is 
said to have had connections to the hospital. 

Today it is known simply as Tewksbury Hospital and 
cares for a variety of patients. The hospital houses some 
patients that-are mentally ill as-well-as many patients 
pe feats: Bi a nursing home environment.

Down the center of town runs the old thoroughfare, 
Route 38. The major route during the 30’s, 40’s and 50’s 
for traffic from Boston to the manufacturing city of Low- 
ell. It also provides easy access to many quiet neighbor- 
hoods. 

Twenty-one miles north of Boston, Tewksbury sits at 
the junction of Route 93 and Route 495. In the early 60’s 
Route 93 skirted the town and brought industry and jobs 
to the town. Gillette, Wang, Digital, DeMoulas/Market- 
basket to name a few settled along the new highways. 

The town of Tewksbury certainly is rich with infra- 
structure as well as open space. This town has lots of 
activities and offers quite a bit for families and business- 
es alike.

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Men needed 
for prostate 
cancer study 


Healthy men age 55 and older 
are needed for the largest-ever 
prostrate study, launched today 
by the National Cancer Institute 
(NCI) and Lahey Clinic which is 
part of a network of research 
sites known as the Southwest 
Oncology Group. The Selenium 
and Vitamin E Cancer 
Prevention Trial, or SELECT, 
seeks to learn if these two dietary 
supplements can protect against 
prostrate cancer, the most com- 
mon form of cancer, after skin 
cancer, in men. 

More than 400 sites in the 
United States, Puerto Rico, and 
Canada are recruiting partici- 
pants for SELECT, which will 
take up to 12 years to complete. 

The study will include a total 
of 32,400 men. Locally Lahey, 
Boston Medical Center, Beth' 
Israel Deaconess, UMass Medical 
Center and Veterans Affairs 
Medical Center are participating 
in the study. 

“Select is the first study 
designed to look directly at the 
effects of vitamin E and seleni- 
um, both separately and together, 
in preventing prostate cancer” 
said Dr. Daniel Morganstern, 
MD, an oncologist at Lahey 
Clinic who is also a chief investi- 
gator in the study. “Previous 
research involving vitamin E and 
silenium suggested that these 
nutrients might prevent prostrate 
cancer, but we don’t know for 
sure. When SELECT is finished, 
we will know whether these sup- 
plements can prevent prostate 
cancer.” 

During this year alone pros- 
trae cancer will be diagnosed in 
about 198,100 Americans and 
more than 31,500 are expected to 
die of the disease. In Mass, 4,600 
men will get prostate cancer and 
700 will die of it. Rick factors 
include being over 55, being 
black, or having a father or 
brother with prostate cancer. 

In a study of selenium to pre- 
vent one type of nonmelanoma 
skin cancer in 1,000 men and 
women, in 1996, investi- 
gators found that while the sup- 

did not reduce skin can- 
cer, it did decrease the incidence 
of prostate cancer in men by 
more than 60 percent.

“While School Committee dis-
